have been letting the hierarchy of the church take 
our money and spend it for communist tainted 
causes and we have stood idly by and let them 
claim to speak for us on all the major issues. 

The people of Mississippi recognize that we 
must keep the reins of power in our own hands 
both in the church and government. Other people 
across the land are beginning to see this and to 
taKe a stand with the people of Mississippi. 

It has been my privilege to see the people 
of the Antioch Southern Methodist Church build 
a new Church after having lost their old one to 
The Methodist Church. God prospered them and 
they now have a better church program than ever 
belore. it is this unconquerable spirit that will 
save our land. 

Members of the Pine Springs Church and the 
Union Springs Church ot Alabama and many 
others have stated that they will stand by their 
convictions no matter wnat happens to their 
church property. Convictions and principles mean 
rnore to these peopie than taking the easy road. 
It is the easy road of complacency that Will lead 
to destruction. 

When I see great men like Rev, Haywood 
Scott, who has been in The Methodist Church for 
twenty years, leave that church because of the 
inroads of liberalism I praise God that someone 
not only sees the danger but has the intestinal 
fortitude to do something about it. 

The Southern Methodist Church is growing 
rapidly under the able leadership of Rev. Lynn 
Corbett, its president. It will be through men like 
this that others will join the ranks of uncpnquer-: 
able people and fight the battle through to its 
finish. 

Rev. Corbett and the late Dr. Sharp of the 
Methodist Protestant Cnurch were able to see 
the danger of liberalism in the church many years 
ago. How wonderful it would have been if mpre 
people could have had the foresight of these men. 

The unconquerable land lies in Mississippi 
and the South, but it lies most of all in the hearts 
of Christian patriots. 

Will you be a part of the majority and do 
nothing for Christ or Country or will you join 
the ranks of those who make our land the "Un- 
conquerable Land?" 
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This must be a testimony to the greatest 1 edu- 
cational system in America if that is where he 
wanted most to go. Of course it must be noted 
here that this superior system has evolved during 
a hundred years of segregation. 

If an integrated schooUs better than a segre- 
gated one then why don't they all want to go to 
an integrated one instead of a segregated one? 
Perhaps they have learned that there aren't as 
many integrated schools 'Up Nawth* as they 
thought. 

In 1954 just after the Supreme Court's in- 
famous ruling I 'was talking to a negro boy and 
asked him what he thought about the decision. 
He replied, "I don't like it. It will just start a 
war". Here is a good example of a Mississippi 
negro. He just wants to be let alone, 

Of course I will be branded as a "racist" for 
writing this booklet- It will be said that I hate 
negroes and that I am anti-negro. Neither of these 
charges is true. Many names have been attached 
to Southerners who are for segregation. I won- 
der what would be appropriate to call a white 
liberal who hates a white conservative? 

Christianity and communism are the. most 
opposite forces on earth today. Christianity 
teaches and demands loyalty to God through 
Christ. Communism teaches that there is no God 
and no Christ. Both forcers are completely dedi- 
cated to winning the world. There can never be 
"Co-existence." Christian civilization must be pre- 
served and will be preserved. Communism must 
and will be defeated. 

Communism will be destroyed because of the 
Christian Patriots. American independence was 
won by the minority and it has been maintained 
by the minority and it will again be the minority 
that saves liberty. 

The communist? fear no force as much as 
they fear Truth. It was the Prince ot Peace who 
said, "The truth shall make you free." 

The communist conspiracy has recognized the 
great obstacle which religion forms for them. 
They have called it the 'Opium of the people'. 
Because they recognize the fact that they cannot 
take America until they destroy the power of 
religion they have begun to infiltrate the Churcn. 
The National Council of- Churches has repeatedly 
taken stands on present day issues which favor 
the communist position.

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This first-hand account of life in Mississippi, 
begins in 1940. It had been a bad winter with un-: 
usual amounts of snow' and ice. The war clouds 
were beginning to form in foreign; lands but few 
people on Pea Ridge seemed to know*.; It was on 
May 9th that the event took place.. I was born.. My 
mother was not rushed to the. local hospital.. I 
was born at home on Pea; Ridge. 

Pea Ridge is located, in the North part of. 
Scott county. It is the almost exact center of the ^ 
State of Mississippi. It is a small rural community *L 
that is. made up of good, honest, average people., j 
The community church was established in. 1900 as J v, 
a Union Church. For more than half .a. century" \1 
one could hardly tell the difference in a Metho-: 
dist and a Baptist. I was converted in this church, 
at the age of. ten. Rev; Roy G.. Clark; baptised me; 
in Mr. Harkey's pond< 

The old house where I was born is now gone; 
but I know where; the spot is located and I often, 
visit there. My % birthplace is the heart of Missis-: 
sippi. It isn't far to Leake County where; the 
Honorable Ross R. Harriett was raised. My mother 
and father attended elementary school with him.. 
I attended the Harperville school which is the; 
old home of the late Paul B, Johnson, Sr. ; 

Our f amily is not one of wealth or position. 
All of us have worked hard and the positions we 
hold in life today" were made, by ourselves. If 
members of our family have been an asset to 
their communities it is of. their own. doing. If 
they have failed in their responsibilities to them-: > 
selves and others that, too, is of their own doing, i 
We are proud to consider ourselves true Missis.-: 
sippians. Life in Mississippi is unlike that any-: ^ 
where else on earth. Mississippi is a; land, of in* n 
dividuals. The? people, of our state; have never fjj 
attempted to run the affairs of other people and 
other areas. By that same; standard, of measure, 
we/have; always resented other people trying to 
run our affairs.. 

Rev; Willie Dennis once, said, "There are no 
walls around Mississippi.., A person may live; here; 
or move". Mississippians admit, that this is a time, 
of change but we believe that change is for the 
worse. We cling to the. traditions of the; past not. , 
because they are. traditions but because, they are; j 
right.. 

Mississippi' is the most religious state; |n the; 
nation. Even those who do riot attend church reg-: i 
ularly usually have a type of religion. An atheist 
could not enjoy" living in. our state. Our people; 
grant, each other the; right to their own. theologi-: 



Henry Clay said: "A patriot is a man. who 
regards the enemies of his country as his per* 
sonal enemies." 

An old Chinese proverb says: "It is better, to 
light one; candle than, to curse the; darkness." 
Many people are ready to curse and criticize, but. 
unwilling to light ai. candle.. I call, upon you to 
get into; the. fight against communism. Light a 
candle, speak' a word, deliver a blow;. 

Jacob A, Riis, quoted; in THE NEW AGE, 
said: "When nothing seems to; help, I go and look 
at a stonecutter hammering away at. his rock, 
perhaps a hundred times without as much as a 
crack showing in it. Yet, at. the hundred and 
first blow it will split in two, and I know* it was 
not that, blow that did it, but. all. that, had gone 
before." 

Your single; blow or your; many , blows may 
not destroy; communism. Neither will, mine, but. 
all of our blows together, will crack\the. iron 
curtain and riot only save; ourselves and our chil-: 
dren but will set free; the millions who are now 
slaves. Right will win over might, but only if we 
iightl 

Mississippians are in the fight for right. We 
intend riot only to fight but to win also!. We ex*-: 
tend a hand of true friendship to all; those Amer- 
icans; who think" as we. do. It became, quite. ob< 
vious that the South is not. the. only; place that 
has true patriots when. Governor Wallace of Ala-: 
bama received so. many* votes; in the Northern; 
States. It was my privilege; once to shake , hands 
with this man and he said to me then, "Mississippi, 
is my friend". We are happy to be; friends with 
this Statesman and with all. those, who love. 
America. 

During the administration of the; Honorable; 
J. P. Coiemari two negroes made, application;* to 
colleges in Mississippi.. It was soon discovered, 
that one of them was mentally ill and the; other 
was' a criminal.. This is typical of the kind of peo- 
ple who try to break; down, a successf ul. system, 
of segregation and harmony between, the; races.. 
It is this same kind of people who come here; from, 
other states; to stir up trouble,. 

I must admit that the education received, by 
James Meridith at Ofe Miss; was a good. on£ It. 
taught him to stay out of Mississippi. I don't think; 
he has made his. home here since, he graduated. 
It seems ironic to me that millions; of dollars and 
several lives should^ be; spent, to get. someone in. 
a Mississippi school when he is going to; live 
somewhere else when he is finished* 
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from The Methodist Church it was said imme- 
iately that it was primarily due to the integra- 
tion question. I admit that that question is enough 
to cause me to withdraw. The Methodist Church , 
does sponsor integration of the races. Our reasons 
were many more than that of integration. We 
are opjx>sed to the dictatorial powers of the Meth- 
odist hierarchy and to the liberal preaching and 
practices of its clergy. I was present at the meet- 
ing of the Official Board of the First Methodist 
Church of Union Springs, Alabama when they * 
decided to join the Southern Methodist Confer- 
ence. It was remarked at that meeting by one of .J; 
the members that jt is dangerous to send children jk 
to the regular Methodist Youth Camps because j 
they would be indoctrinated with liberal 
teachings. 

We need to have the issues clearly presented . 
to the people of our nation. It would be bad for ! 
those of us who live in Mississippi to have inte- 
gration. We don't intend to have it! It would be j 
far worse, however, to live under the power of 
the communists who are pushing the integration 
of the races. 

It is high time that people in other states 
come to the aid of Mississippi and meet the enemy, 
and defeat him. Mrs. E. R. Frice taught me Amer- 
ican History. She once said this: "Not until more 
of us are willing to commit ourselves and take a 
definite stand on present day issues can we hope 
to achieve our potential as visualized by our 
forefathers." 

Sir Winston Churchill once said: "If you will a 
not fight for the right when you can easily win 
without bloodshed; ii you will not fight when • 
your victory will be sure and not too costly; you * 
may come to the moment when you will have to \ 
fight with all the odds against you and only a £ 
precarious chance of survival . . . there may even 
be a worse case. You may have to fight when 
there is no hope of victory, because it is better to 
perish than live as slaves." We may have already 1 
passed that time in America when we could have 
won without too much cost and with a minimum 
of bloodshed. The odds are against us now. We 
have won before with the odds against us and 
we must do it again. We are in war with commu- 
nism. It will not stop until one side is the victor. 

The fight began no later than the end of 
World War II. Many Americans are not yet in 
the fight. When every red-blooded person in the 
United States faces the fact that communism is 
a personal enemy and it is out to destroy us, our 
children, our way of life, then we will see the 
tide change. 
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cal beliefs but little is offered the individual who 
has NO belief. 

America was not founded by nor for atheists. 
Our nation is a nation, "Under God". Mississippi 
will be the last state in America to give up this 
idea- Our people are the greatest champions of 
State's Rights and Christian Civilization. In spite 
of the twisted reporting by the left-wing press, 
people all over America know that Mississippians 
have something that the people of the world need. 

While the rest of the country looks upon the 
people of Mississippi as being ignorant I am sure 
that Mississippians know more about the Bible, 
constitutional government, and inidividual re- 
sponsibility, than people of any state in the Union. 

My state has been smeared by the commu- 
nists and comsymps because it reportedly does not 
hold sacred the negro race. The truth is that we 
hold sacred the rights of every individual but we 
demand that the individual also accept responsi- 
bility. The negro has demanded many things 
which he. is not willing to pay for with hard 
work. There is absolutely no reason why negroes 
can't have everything the whites have in Missis- 
sippi in a material way. We don't intend for 
them to have our wives and daughters but if they 
are willing to work they can have any property 
they find for sale just as I or anyone can do- 
Nothing which has any value in life is free. 
Liberty and freedom is not free. The young men 
of Mississippi need never be ashamed of their 
record in fighting to preserve Liberty. I challenge 
anyone to compare the heroes of their state with 
those of mine. 

All people are born naked. What they have 
in life and what they leave to others when they 
die is left up to the individual. I have worked for 
everything I have. I would not want it any other 
way. Many negroes have more money than I do. 
This does not mean that I have the right to de- 
mand them to share with me. Thousands of 
negroes in Mississippi are property owners. A 
large number, however, are sitting on a stool of 
do-nothing singing, "Glory, Hallelujah, I shall not 
be moved. 

.Mississippi is a land of opportunity for people 
of all races. It is not the land for idle people of 
any race. If life in Mississippi is miserable for 
the agitators who come here it is because they 
make it that way. 

I have lived in Neshoba County near Phila- 
delphia where the three so-called civil rights 
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workers were killed, I have crossed Pearl River 
on a foot, log at its very beginning. Ijhave spent 
many wonderful hours in that, much lied about 
area. 

It; is regretabie that anyone should* die. vio-: 
lently ij i our sta te. We do not know, however, 
who the; killers are. It may well be that these, 
young men were sacrificed by their own. kind for 
publicity or other reasons. Whatever the outcome; 
of the, case, wilt be, a few observations, here; are. t 
in order. L *<7 

It was reported that they went, to investigate 
the burning of. a negro; church. Why? Were they ^\ 
deputized by some law; enforcement agency to be; 
special, investigators? So far as; I have. been, able 
to determine they had no authority to be there.. 
They broke the. laws of that county by speeding 
arid they violated the spirit of. the American con-: 
stitution by meddling in the local, affairs of a 
Community-; 

Of course whatever I say about the case is 
my own opinion , and does not stand as fact nor 
do I. claim, that it is; fact- I would no more go to 
New York; or some; other, troubled area ana tell, 
them . how J to run their business, than. I would, 
tell God how to run the universe.. That is; their 
business^ Mississippians. rightfully resent some; 
hairy beat-nik; from a distant state; filling oui; 
state with hate and dividing our people.. It Is my 
opinion that the so-called "Worker" are riot.work^ 
ers" at all but low class riff raff, that are; mis-f its 
ih their own land. 

if. the people of. Mississippi need help ih solv-: 
i'ng our problems we will call upon, those who 
are. capable; of. helping; We will, riot send for a £ 
bum. to; manage our finances. i>£ a communist, to 
save; our government. 'ft 

. It has been said, that Mississippi, is a strange; r 
and violent land- I would, not den/ that, to some, 
people both, these charges are true. It is strange to 
those, who do not understand the; principles, that, 
have; made; our .nation great. It. is violent, only 
ih. self-defense. When Pearl. Harbor was bombed. 
America became violent. A rriari. would naturally' 
become; violent, it his. neighbor t insisted ujpon. 
dumping garbage; in. his yard. Mississippians 
sometimes resent the. dumping of. filth, in. out; 
clean yards.. 

The communists , are directly jbehihd, the, at-: 
tempts to; destroy Mississippi. It. is; because they 
know that we will, be the. most difficult to cons 
query We haver a liberty of the soul that, they cari_ 
not take from, us* It. is sad to think; that Ameri7- 
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cans have been/tricked into helping the; commu*. 
nists, .This is exactly" what happens when. Ameri-: 
cans fight one another. 'Hie. liberals\in. this cbun*: 
try condemn the. white/ people,, of Mississippi for 
the stand they have taken. It appears; to me that 
the liberals hate the white people of Mississippi 
f sir more than. the. white people, here hate anyone. 

Willie Dennis said: "M^ny are interested. In. 
knowing why so much 'has . been said about Mis-: 
sissippi. It is very obvious that, attention has been 
given to Mississippi, on "purpose and out of. pr&* 
portion to equal L and even, greater problems else-: 
where, In spite of the. bad. folks who live in, Mis-: 
sissippi, we/ still have the lowest crime; rate in. 
the. nation. 

"It, is clear" that, because' there are so many' 
God fearing people in Mississippi who are willing 
to humble, themselves before God and fear NQ 
MAN,- the enemy is afraid of Mississippi- This is;

The .subpoena itself is dated, October , 6, 1965 but 
was served today, November '5th, just 10 days; before 
the date of appearance. Mr, Sullivan advised me orally 
that I will not be required to appear on the 15th day 
of November as the subpoena says. How shall I know 
if I am to abide by the subpoena itself or the testimony 
of Mr, Sullivan? 

I also protest the violation of Section XVI of the 
RULES OF PROCEDURE of the Committee. This section 
states: "NO MEMBER OF THE COMMITTEE OR STAFF 
SHAH MAKE PUBLIC THE NAME OF ANY WITNESS SUB-

Records of Superior Court of Pulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate charter 
on February 21, 196l, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the name United 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split In* U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. 1 ' According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute, and United Klans has the same 
aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the promotion 
of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the. Ku Klux Klan. 
The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is 
directed by Robert She 1 ton, Imperial Wizard, and Is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that the 
organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc.,. would be known in the future as United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The second source 
said the .name was changed by a resolution adopted by the National 
Klonvo cation held July 8, 1961, at Indian Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns of the 
U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux. Klan merged with the United 
Klans of America, Inc. , Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

I am particularly interested in presenting a detailed review pf 
the work that Delmar Dennis did as an undercover informant for 
the Bureau, as summarized in Don Whitehead's Attack on Terrors 
Delmar was a member of the Birch Society when he worked for the 
Bureau and is now one of our Major Coordinators. He is a good friend 
of mine and has been working with, me to put the first detailed , 
account of his exciting story into book. form., in Delmar 's role as the, 
key witness in the Neshoba County murder trial in Meridian, Miss., 
in 1967, he was able to find out that Sam Bowers freely admitted 
to having belonged to a Communist Party cell at University of 
Southern California in 19^7 and made it clear to the leadership ; 
of the White Knights that he knew the ultimate x^esult of. wnat he 
Was doing would accomplish a Communist purpose : : total feaeral control 

over the State of Mississippi to stop the violence. . . .

I had reouested arty information that indicates Communist 
or organized crime connections or records on any of the leaders of 
the various klans, the Nazi groups, the National States Rignts Party, 
the Minutemen, or the Klan of the 1920' s. I am asking you if it 
would be possible for the Bureau to provide me with any help or 
advice. If not, I will understand and again appreciate your 
kind consideration of my request. Thank you very much..
